The gradual increase in Premlums on its Fire
Business, even during an interregnum of extra-
ordinary commercial stagnatiop, is especially
noteworthy, Within the last five years thal
anousl increase hus gone on from £300,600 in the
year 1802 to as much as £447,271 in the year
1868,

Equally, if not stil] more satisfactory is the

upwards of 800 new insurance comcerns huve
been speculatively sterted, and that most of
them soomn came to grief, while some few of
them only saved themeelves from totsl ruin by
timely amalgamations with old-established com-
panies—we may say, thal we may now take for
granted that, whatever form joint-stock ‘‘ma-
pias" may [next assume, spéculafion most nas-
ruredly won’t run in the line of new Insurance
Companies, Like the man in the parable, who
Liad tasted both old wine and new, snd had no
desire for the latter, all the intelligent and pra-
dent portion of the public practically and over-
whelmingly proclaim “‘the old better."—From
Liverpool Mail, August 10, 1867,

anything but creditable o the party to which
the erowd belonged. These hangers-on busied
themaelves in two ways—they Imbibed an 1m-
menss amount of bud lquoer, and did an im-
menge mmonnt of slectioneering. As & specis
men of the manner In which the Istter busi-
ness was conducted, It may be mentioned that,
about 1 o'vlock 1n the aftérnoon, some AfLy en-
thusisstio admirers of Captaln Donovan arrlved
on the ground, and procesded without delay
Lo force upon the attention of the Convention
the merits of their favorite oandidate for the
nomination. Thelr way of golng about thls
wis exoeadingly stmple and Demooratie, The
Convention wos kitting with closed doors, in a
room on the thirg floor of the bullding, acoess
1o which was gained by nnarrow windiog stalre-
winy. U'p this orcoked pissage Lthe “goterri-
fled” Demooracy made their way, with jam-
ming, pushiog, and squeesing, shouting at tue
Lop of thelr husky voices, *Hooray for Capti'n
Donovan!" When they galned tne top of the
siairway they found the space rather restricted
for their operations, but, nothing daunted b
mera physieal im llelll.ien. they rushe
headlong forward, clamboering over bannisters
sud railings, and packing themselves Logether
0k fige are packed In & box. The shouting sl
continued, and was at this point diversified by
sundry lmpreoations not fit for print.  By.and-
by the door wus burst open, and there was an
excellent prospeot of breaking up the Conven-
tion within, But, fortunately, this ballding has

Ag hias already been stated, a great portion of
the day was taken up by the Conventlon in
Boliling the quesilon of contested seats. Timo-
thy Heepan, attended the Convention as &
delegate from the Eighth Division of the Fifth
Ward. To bis presence n declded objection was
ralsed by Willilam P. Belton, who at present
lodges in the Fourth Divislon of the same
ward, On the 8d of September Belton made
an aflidavit  before ~ Alderman Morrow,
in which he alleged that the Executive Com-
mittee and Judges of Election of the Elghth
Freciner made out a fraudalent jenrolment, for
the purpose of securing the eleotion as & dele-
gate of a notorious character, who is described
by several epithets which we do nol oare to

rint. Armed with this, Belton attended the
sonvention, with the result as given below in
bis own language. On his complaint, last even-
ing,warrants were lssued for tne arrest of Joseph
Talem, Timothy Heenan, and James Stewart,
who were eonnlﬁned 1o quarters in the Unlon
Biroel Station House duaring the night. This
morning Lthey were brought before Alderman
Morrow for a hearing, Belton appearing as a
witness ngalnal them, Mr, Belton presented a
very dilapldated apreamucu. one of his eyes
being almost closed, aud both of them and
Ltheir surroundings very much Inflamed. His
bead and arms also showed the marks of
several hard knocks which he had recelved in
the course of his political canvass.

The testimony of William P Belten, before
l.a.ldt-rmuu Morrow, was substantially ns fol-
Ows—

“When I went up there to contest the seat of
Tim Heenan, from the Eighth Precinet of the
Fifth Ward, I went Into the hall; it was packed
with notorious bounty-jumpers, whom ! knew
by belng a commercinl traveller, and making
Lheir uaintance at White River Junctlon,
Bosion, New Haven, and Worceester: the mo-
ment I entered the room one of them came over
to me, with & knife up his sleeve, and told me
he would out my — out if I didn’t leave imme-
diately; the Convention was called to order by
n_ notorious Bowery rough, well known as
‘Pufler Moore's Sub.

“A recess was ordered for the
muking out an alphabetical list. During the
reécess, these bounty-jumpers followed me
around the hall, l.hreawnlug that they would
kill me, ir I went up stairs, Jim Stewart called
Heenan, who was there with several others,
away, and they dodged me around the hall,
Wheun I reached Lhe head of the staire, Stewart
put his hands on my hips, and sasked me,
Aln't yon fixed? 1 sald, ‘No, Jim, I am
not; we will be all frlends to-morrow," Stewart
then sald, 'Go at him, Heenun,” He attaoked
me, and we had o ﬂghL Joe Tatem, & Custom
House officer, out with a biack-lacl or revolver,
and struck me in the face. After Tatem strocic
me, Heenan got his finger In my eye, and tried
to gouge it ont, I was then knooked down and
stamped upon in the fmoe, My reasons for
goling Into the Conventlon are ket forthh in the
affidavit (referred Lo above),”
Alderman Morrow then required Joseph
Tatem, Tlmothf Heenan, and Jamed Slewart
1o give bail in $1500 to appear at Court.

1t I8 proper to state that another verslon of the
affnlr, a8 ploked up on the street, shows i state of
toings materially different from the above, It is
alleged that Belton, the "commerelal travaller,”
monunted & table and commenced Lo harangoe
the crowd, apﬂlﬂmg to them the most odious
epithels ay command; whersupon his
hearers took umbrage, and proceeded to pound
and pummel him until his face was sadly dis-
tigured, and his body eovered wilh bruises, We
give bolh versions of this disrepuatable affair,
and our readers can believe as much of either
as they choose.
